We dare say that the lawn in front, 
when the work that has been done upon 
them shail have> fuliy developed the 
results desired, will be unsurpassed in 
beauty by any spotin the State. The 
thorough system of veatilation through. 
out the building is of immense benetit 
to the inmates, adding greatly to both 
comfort and health. 

Much attention bas bien paid to the 
supplying of the institution with water, 
and arrangements now sech that 
8,000 gallons of water can be thrown 
upon or in any portion of the building 
within one hour, should occasion re- 
quire. We walked through the large 
garden attached tothe institution, to 
which much attention is paid by the 
gardener. <A sufficient amount of veg- 
etables are raised there to supply not 
only the Insane Asylum, but, to a great 
extent, the Deaf and Dumb Institution. 
Everything bore an appearance of neat- 
ness that is highly creditable to the 
different managers. 

‘There are now in the building 2428pa- 
tients, its full capacity, while there are 
over two hundred applications on file. 
As rapidly as possible, the harmless and 
mild patients are bein, sent home in 
order to make room for the more severe 
cases that are seeking admission. 

The great necessity of enlarging the 
present building, or of establishing a 
new institution, is apparent to the most 
casual observer, and so s on as the 
money can be spared forthat purpoze 
this should be looked into.

One hundred and ninety cight towns 
give Perham 46,973; Kimball 34,138; 
Republican majority 11,835. Last year 
the same towns gave Perham 38,730; 


8,263. Republican net cain over 1871, 
3,972. Towns not heard from gave 
last year, for Perham 19,555; Kimball 
17,111; Republican majority 2.444. if 
this is increased in proportion to the 
towns received, Perham’s majority will 
be 15,330. The total vote, if increased 
in proportion, will be 125,600; of which 
Perham should have 70465, and Kim- 
ball 55,234. Last year the total vote 
was 105,897; of which Perhati recerved 
98.285; Kimball 47,578; seaticring 34; 
Republican majority 10,707. In 1868, 
Chamberlain, Republican, reccived 75,- 
525; Pillsbury, Democrat, 56,252; Re- 
publican majority 19,273; making a 
total net loss of nearly 4,000 from that 
year. The aggregate vote of 1868 was 
the largest ever known, being 131,777, 
or 6,000 more than it will probable be 
this year. This reduction from the ag- 
gregate vote would decrease the major- 
ity about 1,000, so that the net loss will 
fairly be 3,000 from 1868.

Gen. Morrow notified them that they 
must return, promising to give them 
food on the way, and full supplies at 
the reservation. The chief finally con- 
sented, but said he would return to the 
valley if not fed. General Morrow re- 
ports a reign of terror in San Pete 
county. The people were wholly at 
the mercy of the savages, and the arri- 
val of troops was received with tears of 


If the Indians are now properly cared 
for at the reservation, there will be no 
more trouble; if not, war must come. 
Disaster to the North 
Cotton Crop. 
Ge_pspono, N. C., Sept. 10. 


The Carolina Messenger uf to-morrow 
has the following: “I*rom the reports 
we have received from the planters for 
several days past, and from personal 
observation, we are !oreed to the cou. 
clusion that the co'ton crop this 
section has sustaine«! serious injury in 
the counties of Wayue, Duplin, John- 
ston, Edgecombe, Lenoir, Wilson, 
Greene, Pitt, and Sampson. The 
drouth and rust have damaged the 
prospects very much, and the ravages 
of the worms in many parts will still 
further reduce the crop. We have 
before us reliable estimates of the 
damages in various portions of the 
cotton growing counties, and as far as 
we are capable of judging, consider the 
prospect at least twenty five per cent. 
worse than was generally anticipated a 
month or two ago,

Statement Denied.

THE EFFECT OF THE LOUIS- [ 
VILLE BUBBLE. 

Tie Louisville Straight-Out Conven- 
tion, its purposes and designs, the man- 
ner in which it was called, the individ- 
uals who inaugurated and controlled it, 
the circumstances under which it was 
held, the delegates who participated in 
its proceedings, and the results of its 
deliberations, are now matters of polit- 
ical record, and fit subjects tor thought 
and criticism. 

We propose chiefly to consider its 
effect upon the present situation of 
affairs. 

Ifthe movement had been adroitly 
and skilitutly maunaged—at the men who 
superintendcd and airected its opera 
tions had possessed the confidence and 
commanded the respect of the Demo- 
cratic party, it might have been made 
the entering wedge to split the party 
asunder, and thus have succeeded in 


| detaching enough ofits forces to thwart 


the plans of the Baltumore Convention, 
and to secure the overwhelming triumph 
of the Radical party in the November 
election. 

But failure was stamped upon the 
movement at its inception. Defeat 
stared it in the face from the very start. 
Brick Pomeioy, and Blanton Duncan, 
and their followers, were not the men to 
cause a respectable breach in the ranks 
of the National Democratic party. It 
required men of higher character, of 
larger brains, of more extended influ- 
ence, of greater reputation, and more 
common sense. 

As soon as the time and place of meet- 
ing were published, the Radicals imme- 


diately went to work to make the affair 


a success. Edmunds, Grant's Post 
Master at Washington City, was partic 
ularly industrious in circulating Blanton 
Duncan's, call He mailed it to his 
Radical friends in different parts of the 
country, with written instructions that 
they should circulate it among the 
“ most active Democrats in their respec- 
tive neighborhoods.” 

This trick was quickly discovered and 
thoroughly ventilated by the Laberal 
and Democratic papers. 

The next dodge of .the Grantites was 
to buy up spurious impecunious Dem- 
ocratic delegates, pay their expenses to 
Louvisville and send them on their way 
rejoicing, with « bran new outfit. 

It wassoon found out that many of the 
so-called Delegates had never been ap- 
pointed by any meetings at all, and in 
some instances they were in tact Radi- 
cals. This made the whole affair a 
cheat and swindle, and rendered it out 
ofthe power of its leaders to redeem it 
from contempt and disgrace. 

The only decent thing the Conven- 
tion did, during its session of three 
days, was the nomination of O’Conor 
and Adams. These gentlemen are of 
acknowledged ability, character and 
influence, and if they had been nomi- 
nated by the National Democratic party 
at Baltimare, would have deserved and 
no doubt received the hearty support of 
our party. They are both competent 
and honest, and are personally unob- 
jectionable. 

But O’Conor persistently refuses to 
accept the empty honor of the nomina- 
tion for the Presidency, and Adams 
says he (Adams) will only serve as Vice 
President under O’Conor—that he will 
have nothing else. 

The declination of O’Conor necessarily 
retires Adams from the field. So that 
there is and has been in fact no nomi- 
nation at all at Louisville. The Con- 
vention finally degenerated intoa farce, 
and has dissolved, “like the baseless 
fabric of a dream.” 

Now as to the effect of the Straight- 
Out movement upon the Presidential 
contest. Weare firmly of the opinion 
that it has enured to the benefit of tlie 
Liberal cause. 

The bursting of the bubble has dem- 
onstrated the impracticability of inau- 
gurating a successful revolt inside the 
Demecratic camp. It has demonstrated 
that the heart of the Democracy is in 
the Liberal cause. It has has demon- 
strated that, with the exception ot a few 
stragglers, the rank and file of our party 
are in line marching in solid phalanx , 
and presenting a bold, determined, 
united front against Radicalism.

THE RADICAL VICE-PRESI-| 
DENT—CANDIDATE IN A DI- 
LEMMA. 

We have already alluded to the man- 
ner in Which Ton. Henry Wilson, the 
Radical candidate for Vice President, 
was caught napping in regard to his 
connection with Know-Nothingism. 

It will be remembered by our readers 
that Wilson, iu answering a Ictter ad- 
dressed to him ly some of his German 
fellow-citizens, denied, in the most 
emphatic manner,that he ever belonged 
to the Know Nothing party; but stated 
on the contrary, he had always opposed 
the dangerous principles laid down in 
the Know Nothing platform, 

This startled Wilson’s Massachusetts 
friends, many of whom have a lively 
remembrance of his connection with 
the so-called American party in 1855, 
IIon. Albert Pike, a Know Nothing 
High Priest, immediately published a 
communication, refreshing Wilson's 
memory, and referring to the National 
Know Nothing Convention in Phila- 
delphia, in 1855, in which Wilson fig- 
ured conspicuously, and assisted in 
framing the party’s platform. Other 
letters fiom different individuals were 
published sustaining Col. Pike, and 
proving incontestably that Wilson was 
a regular and sworn member of the 
Know Nothing organization. In one 
instance, a writer offered to name the 
time and place,the oath that was admin- 
istered to Wilson, and the person by 
whom it was administered.

GILMER,

The battle in Maine has been fought, 
resulting ina Republican victory, as no 
other result could have been anticipated 
A large vote has been polled, some 
126,500, against 105,897 in 1871, and 
against some 127,000 for gGcvernor in 
1868. The Republican majority this 
year will approximate 15,000, while in 
1868 it reached 19,273 for Governor, 
and some 26,000 for Grant the same 
year, In 1871 the Repablican majority 
was 10,707, while the Republican vote 
was some 13,000 less than it will be 
this vear. 

The result has been about what as 
claimed by the Liberal Reform move- 
ment, and shows that with the desperate 
efforts of the Grantites to poll up the 
largest Republican vote that has ever 
been given in Maine, that yet they fali 
short of the Grant vote of 1868 some 
10,000 votes, and some 4,000 behind 
the vote for Governor the same year. 


“OUR ALLIES—THE LIBERAL 
REPUBLICAN.’’ 
Under this caption, our able cotem- 
porary, the Wilmington Journal, has 
the following sensible reasoning : 


“We gre not of that class of men who 
think that the action of the Cincinnau 
and Baltimore Conventions, in uniting 
upon Mr. Greeley as a candidate for the 
Presidency, brought about such a fusion 
of Liberals and Democrats as to destroy | 
their identity and individuality as 
members of separate and distinct or- 
ganizations. 

“According to our understanding of 
the matter, the theory upon which the 
Liberal Republicans and the Democrats 
are now acting together, is a very dif- 
terent one, and a_ brief reference to the 
facts will, we think, prove the correct- 
ness of our view. 

“ Democrats took no part in the Cin- 
cinnati Convention. Liberal Republi- 
cans took no part in the Baltimore 
Conyention. Each party continues to 
operate through its own organizations 
and its own officers. We have both 
State and National Executive Commit- 
tees, representing, on the one hand, the 
Democratic and on the other the Liberal 
Republican party. In North Carolina, 
Hon. D. M. Barringer is the Chairman 
of the one, while W. S. Mason is at the 
head of the other. It is true that these 
committees are working together in the 
most harmonious manner, but this is 
the result of an alliance and not ofa 
fusion. General Barringer is still a 
Democrat, and Mr. Mason is still a Re- 
publican. 

“This is a matter of far more impor- 
tance, in some respects, at the North 
than it is at the South, for the reason 
that the number of Liberal Republi- 
cans, properly so-called, is quite small 
in the South. In fact, it may be safely 
said that many, if not all the prominent 
members of the Liberal Republican 
organization in North Carolina have, 
for several years, voted with the Demo- 
cratic Party. Indeed, we consider the 
action of the Democratic Party in thus 
formally recognizing the existence of 
the Liberal Republican organization in 
North Carolina as the result of a 
magnanimous and generous determina- 
tion on the part of Democrats to carry 
out, in both letter and spirit, the 
alliance entered into with the people at 
the North. Had it been otherwise, or 
had there been a fusion instead of an 
alliance, Messrs. Mason and Goodloe, 
and the half dozen other gentlemen who 
inaugurated the Liberal movement in 
North Carolina, would have been swal- 
lowed up and lost sight of with their 
few hundred fellowers in the ninety odd 
thousands of Democrats in the State. 

“But it isa habit of Southern men, 
not only to do gracious things, but to 
do them graciously. 

“The Southern people, therefore, 
would not dim the splendor of the of- 
fering they had made when, with con- 
sent, laying, as a propitiatory sacrifice 
upon the altar of a grief-stricken coun- 
try, the lives, the hopes and the sorrows 
as well as the hates, the bitter prejudi- 
ces and the baser passions of the heart 
of hearts, they proposed to unite in 
bonds of friendship with men whom 
they had learned to look upon as the 
deadliest enemies of themselves and of 
their country! Southern men were not 
little enough to mar the magnificence of 
a spectacle such as the world had uever 
b tore witnessed, by higgling about the 
details of its exhibition. 

“And we ave free to confess that we 
have lost nothing by our magninimity ; 
for unless the signs of the times deceive 
us, we Shall reeciye for our candidate 
the votes of a sufiicient number of men 
who would not have voted for a man 
supported by Demoerats alone, to turn 
the scale in North Carolina in Novem 
ber, even supposing the nominal major 
ity of Caldwell to be a real one.”
